The responsibility of determin- 
ing whether on H-bomb should 
be built and whether or how it 
should be ysed” rests with © the 
American people and their chosen 
representatives, contends Teller. 

“Our scientific community has 
been on’ a honeymoon -with 
mesons,” he says.

best. 

“This does not mean we should 
neglect research or teaching. If 
wa get to work now, it wilt be 
sufficient to have perhaps one 
quarter of the scientists in war 
wark.
